b) Negotiate compensation with Mr. Arar for the ordeal of pain and suffering that he and his family 
endured; 


c) Object to the American government for its breach of domestic and international undertakings in the 
confinement and rendition of Maher Arar to Syria; 


d) Protest to the Syrian government for its torture of Mr. Arar; and 
e) Implement all the recommendations of the O’Connor Commission.
